1 . IT IS OUR FEELING THAT JAPAN HAS NOT REALLY 
THOUGHT MUCH ABOUT THE PROS AND CONS OF PARTICIPA- 
TION BY THE COUNCIL FOR ECONOMIC MUTUAL ASSISTANCE 
(CEMA) IN GLOBAL ECONOMIC FORUMS, BUT THAT IF IT 

IS ASKED, WOULD PROBABLY BE RATHER NERVOUS ABOUT 
THE IDEA. OF COURSE, TO THE EXTENT THAT CEMA MIGHT 
BE A SOURCE OF ADDITIONAL AID FUNDS, ITS PARTICI- 
PATION WOULD BE WELCOMED. BUT JAPAN WOULD PROBABLY 
FEEL THAT CEMA COUNTRIES WOULD MOST LIKELY ALIGN 
THEMSELVES WITH THE LDCS, EITHER RHETORICALLY OR 
ECONOMICALLY, THUS COMPLICATING FURTHER ALREADY 
DIFFICULT NORTH-SOUTH NEGOTIATIONS, AND THUS ON 
BALANCE, CEMA PARTICIPATION WOULD PROBABLY BE 
UNDESIRABLE. JAPAN PROBABLY SEES ITS NATIONAL 
INTEREST BEST SERVED BY BILATERAL DEALINGS WITH 
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CEMA COUNTRIES, RATHER THAN IN MULTILATERAL 
ECONOMIC FORUMS. 

2. AS INSTRUCTED, WE HAVE NOT APPROACHED THE 
GOJ ON THIS IDEA, AND SINCE CEMA IS NOT A PARTI- 
CULARLY HOT ITEM HERE, WE HAVE ONLY GENERAL 
IMPRESSIONS TO GO ON. IT WOULD BE HELPFUL TO 

US IN ANY FUTURE INFORMAL OR FORMAL DISCUSSIONS OF 
THE MATTER TO HAVE BENEFIT OF DEPARTMENT'S THINKING 
ON WAYS IN WHICH SUCH CEMA PARTICIPATION WOULD BE 
IN U.S. INTEREST, TO SUPPLEMENT POINTS MADE IN 
PARA 4 OF REFTEL.
